Prance TeRllcea at the same time that rise 
of Western Oermany, at least, is due in some 
part to the United States, which has striven 
hard to get the Bonn Repiibllr. to tiikn n 
strong place In the European army. 

Bo, seeking some balance agalnnt Iho ktow- 
Ing power of Oermany, France rcporlntly in 
tending toward ties with England, which hiis 
Bt<^od fiiTO In Its position not to join an Kiiro- 
poan ormy.

But (ar more serious Is- the 
fact that during the strike the pro- 
cession ot ore boats across the lakes 
to the Met) mills was stopped. 

That has mennt the loss ot 13, 
000.000 tons of ore, which can be 
replaced In small Port, It at all. In 
late November or early December 
atl fake thlptuents are Atiut dovn. 
This loss can handicap critically 
the drive tor rearmament It will 
.jntrlbute to Inflation because ol 
scarcities In consumer goods almost 
certain to result. The strike had 
cut BO deeply Into armament pro- 
duction that the largest 106-nillll- 
meter sheU plant. In St Louis, had 
been shut down. Before the close 
the assembly line had been slowed. 
Ten days to two weeks will be re- 
quired to get vlUl steel flowing In 
the national pipeline again. 

Both the union and the companies 
must take the blame tor this tragic 
loss. But It also Is true that the steel 
strike was In the middle ot the poll' 
tics of an Intensely hitter, prealden- 
tlal year, pre.sldent Truman was de- 
termined not lo use the Taft-Hartley 
act. The Republicans, or most ot 
them. were, bound that the White 
House should resort lo a Taft-Hart- 
ley Injunction and thereby demon- 
strate the necessity for the law.
